_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. — De- 
ending its methods of fixing 
values of railroad properties, un- 
der attack in the Supreme Court 
by the St. Louis & O’Fallon Rail- 
way, the Interstate Commerce 
ommission contended in a brief 
led today that valuation systems 
roposed by railroads would de- 
stroy private ownership and opera- 
on. 
The brief will be argued by the 
tommission’s special counsel, Wal- 
r L. Fisher, former Secretary of 
ol Interior, when the case is heard 
next month. It recalls that the 
statutory three-Judge court in St. 
Louis, which sustained the com- 
mission’s order for the recovery of 
excess earnings of the St. Louis & 
O'Fallon Railroad, had held that 
it was unnecessary to determine 
the various contentions of the rail- 
road concerning tte proper meth- 
ods of ascertaining its value. 
¢ The commission, the brief points 
out, regards the case as presenting 
for the consideration of the Court 
the validity of its administrative 


. measures and its methods in the 


recapture of excess earnings. It 
asserted that the principal ground 
of attack upon the valuation it had 
used in its recapture was that it 
had used less than the hypothet- 
ical cost of reproduction of the 
property on the basis of current 
commodity prices, 

The commission stated that its 
answer to this charge was that re- 
production costs at the present as 


eompared with the original cost of 


construction was only one of the 
many elements to be considered in 
determining value for rate-making 
‘purposes. 

Tt denied that fits valuation was 
ma matter of formula as charged 
by the railroad. 
~~ Summarizing the arguments pre- 
sented in a 219-page brief, the 
commission asserted its method of 
Valuation gave consideration to 
current reproduction costs and was 
fair and workable, furnishing a 
“rule of reason" applicable to rail- 
road regulation, adding that it 
Woes not confiscate property and 
deals with realities. 

- “To substitute for the principles 
and administrative methods which 
have produced the present favor- 
able conditions,” the brief said, 
“principles and administrative 
methods under which rates will be 
confiscatory if they are not gfeat- 
Ty increased and under which rail- 
road stocks will become the most 
speculative securities on the ex- 
changes would be, in the judg- 
ment of the commission, to destroy 
any effective regulation of railroad 
rates and to discredit and perhaps 


/ destroy the whole system of private 


ownership and operation.

THROUGH ICE PACK

ABOARD THE BARK CITY OF 
NEW YORK, in Ross Sea, Dec. 23 


(Delayed):—We ars out of the ice 
pack and sailing along in a calm 
sea, with blue sky overhead and 
the sun so warm that we can stay 
on deck without hat or gloves and 
not feel uncomfortable. The pack 
is behind us and only one line ice- 
berg shows to the east, shining 
white in the sun. 


And, oddly enough in this lonely 
sea, we see the smoke of a ship on 
the horizon, one of the whalers 
which come here every year. All 
the way across-the Pacific we did 
not see a single ship and now we 
have three large ships and 15 
small chasers (craft put out for 
pursuit of whales) moving about 
here within a 100 miles of us. 

We came through the pack in 
seven and a half days, towed by 
the C. A, Larsen, the big whaler 
which brought me and some of my 
men from California to New Zea- 


land. We have been towed nearly 
2000 miles. (The City of New 
York was towed by the Eleanor 


Bolling for a time after leaving 
New Zealand.) 


Follows Path of Whaler. 


The C. A. Larsen, a ship of 17,- 
000 tons, goes through ice every 
year and we were very fortunate in 
being able to make use of the 
pathway it left ahead of us when 
its powerful engines forced aside 
ice which we could not have 
bucked. 

As a result, we came through 
quickly and easily, using very little 
coal, and, if the good weather 
holds, we should be at the barrier 
several days before it has been 
reached by other expeditions. 

We hope to be at Discovery In- 
let (in the Ice Barrier) on Christ- 
mas night, but we do not know 
how much ice Hes between us and 
that point. The barometer is high 
and steady for the first time and 
we hope it will stay there, 

Our last day in the pack was 
one of the most interesting of the 
entire trip. The ice was heavy, 
and with all our maneuverings w>? 
could not avoid some violent col- 
lisions. 

Once we sidled up to a huge 
floe and scraped along it trying 
to go around the corner and near- 
ly Knocked off our port lifeboat 
against the top. 

We had several false alarms of 
ice ahead, and when we did act- 
ually meet the edge of the pack 
it came up to us so suddenly that 
we were taken by surprise. This 
was due to several reasons, the 
most important of which was a 
peculiar alignment of iceberger 
along its edge. 

A Natural Wall. 

For some time before we 
reached the icebergs, we had seen 
them outlinet against the sky and 
wondered at their cause, They 
stretched to the right and left of 
uS as far as we could see, smal! 
table icebergs with perfectly flat 
tops which rose about 380 feet 
above the water. They formed a 
perfect natural wall which re- 
minded one of the Great Wall of 
China, . 

As we drew nearer, we coul4 
see dark water between some of 
them and realized that we were 
only a few miles from open wa- 
ter. The heavy icebergs had com- 
pletely stopped the swell which 
usually warns that the edge of the 
pack is near, although we learned 
when we had passed through them 
that the Ross Sea was almost as 
calm as Long Island Sound on a 
pleasant summer day.

Open Sea a Pleasant Sight. 

Before us lay the smiling, smooth 
surface of the Ross Sea which aft- 
er the storms of higher latitudes 
and the threatening pack, was the 
pleasantest sight ever looked upon. 
We ‘urned to . dk back at the 
pack and that grim white wall of 
icebergs was even more imposing 
from the open water, 

Beyond them was the unbroken 
stretch of white and the passage 
through we had come might al- 
most have had written upon it, 
“Abandon Hope All Ye Who En- 
ter Fre,” so desolate did it look 
after our swift release. 


The C. A. Larsen cast us off and 
in a short time the little chasers 
were dashing away, stretching out 
like skirmishers looking for whales. 
In not more than an hour there 
was the bang of a gun to the wind- 
ward and fishing had begun again. 

Capt. Nilsen of the C. A. Larsen 
came aboard the City of New York 
for a moment to bid us good-by 
and wish us luck, and we toasted 
him as one of the finest sportsmen 
and friends any one could wish in 
in these forsaken waters. : 

Busy as he has been, he has 
found time to give us good advice 
and help us in innumerable little 
ways which did not interfere with 
his operations. He has given us 
a lot of whale meat, which has 
been a welcome addition to our 
fresh meat supply, and we have 
had it in almost every form George 
Tennant, our cook, could devise. 


It seems best cut thin and fried 
or choppéd up with onions in meat 
balls. It is tender and 
méat as One could desire. About 
two tons of it is hung in our rig- 
ging and some of it will be dried 
for use on the trail. 

It is fed to the dogs as well as to 
the crew, and both are thriving on 
it. “Pass the whale” is one of the 
phrases at mess at which we have 
long ceased to laugh. 

Capt. Nilsen was of the opinion 
that the iceberg barrier at the edge 
of the ice pack, which we had 
never seen before, was due to the 
breaking of a large but low piece 
of barrier ice which had floated 
to the edge of the pack before 
disintegrating.

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LIKELY 10 EXRUME 
BODY OF BOY, lo, 
NN POISON INQUIRY 


State Health Commissioner 
Takes Hand Following 
Arrest, of Mrs. Nora Ed- 
wards at Poplar Bluff, Mo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Dec. 26. 
—The exhumation of the body of 
Forrest Edwards, 15-year-old step- 
son of Mrs. Nora Souders Edwards, 
now under bond pending a poison 
inquiry, was regarded as certain 
with the expected arrival here to- 
morrow of Dr. James Stewart, 
State Health Commissioner. 

Dr. Stewart today wired Prose- 
cuting Attorney Kearbey, who 
caused Mrs. Edwards’ arrest after 
her 61-year-old husband accused 
her of trying to poison nim, that 
he would visit Poplar Bluff to dis- 
cuss the exhumation of the body of 
Forrest. Edwards, who died Aug. 3 
of gastric inflammation due to an 
unknown cause, and possibly of 
the bodies of three other persons 
close to Mrs. Edwards who died 
suddenly. 

Prosecutor Kearbey, on learning 
from St. Louis doctors that James 
Edwards, husband of the woman 
under bond, was holding his own, 
wired Dr. Stewart for advice con- 
cerning the exhumation of the 
body of the Edwards boy. Edwards, 
with hands and feet paralyzed, was 
in a state of collapse when taken 
to Baptist Hospital in St. Louis, 
and doctors have made numerous 
tests in an attempt to isolate a poi- 
son which, he says, his wife fed 
him. Edwards’ life is insured for 
$750. . 

The sickness of Edwards, and his 
charges against his 37-year-old 
wife, brought into the lHght 
cumstances surrounding the deatns 
of four other persons, as has been 
told. 

The most recent death was that 
of Forrest Edwards, who was in- 
sured for $495. At his death, two 
physicians refused to sign his death 
certificate. A third physician 
signed a certificate that the boy 
had inflammation, of the nervous 
system and of the stomach. 

Mrs. Edwards’ first two hus- 
bands died suddenly, it has been 
learned since her arrest, and her 
daughter, Ethel May Padgett, also 
died suddenly in 1927, four days 
before her second marriage. The 
girl was insured for $250, and the 
second husband was insured for 
$1200. Her first husband, who 
was not insured, had “run 
through” the $5000 or more left 
Mrs. Edwards at the death of her 
father, a wealthy lumberman of 
Popular Bluff and one-time Sher- 
iff of Butler County. 

‘“T have been advised,’ Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Kearbey said today, 
“that the cost of exhumation will 
be somewhere between $200 and 
$300. We consider that sum rea- 
sonable. It is highly probable that 
we will exhume the body of For- 
est Edwards after we have con- 
ferred with Dr. Stewart. Possibly 
we shall also disinter the bodies of 
Mrs. Edwards’ first two husbands, 
and of her daughter, who died sud- 
denly.”’ 

Dr. Stewart has taken an inter- 
est in poison cases where death 
certificates filed with his depart- 
ment have been inconclusive. He 
had a hand in the exhumation of 
the three alleged victims of Mrs. 
Bertha Gifford; Union Mo., poison- 
er, who was recently sent to the 
State Asylum for the Insane _ at 
Farmington. 

Mrs. Bdwards will have a hear- 
ing Friday on the information 
charging her with the attempted 
poisoning of her husband.

DR, DAVID B. JOHNSON, 
SOUTHERN EDUCATOR, DIES 


He Founded and Served as Presi- 
dent of Winthrop College 
for Women. 
By the Associated Press. 
ROCK HILL S&S. C., Dec. 26.—— 
Dr. David Bancroft Johnson, 72 
years old, president of Winthrop 


College for women here, died early 
today after a long illness. 

In devoting his life to the field 

of education, Dr. Johnson not only 
followed in the footsteps of his 
father, but duplicated one of the 
latter’s outstanding achievements 
the founding of a college for wom- 
en. The father, whose name the 
son bore, established and until his 
death was president of the La 
Grange (Tenn.) Female College. 
The ‘son centered, his educationnal 
activities in South Carolina, where 
the difficulty of obtaining compe- 
tent teachers impelled him to 
found Winthrop College. 
An accident in which Dr. John- 
son suffered the loss of his left 
arm when eight years old, played 
an important part in shaping his 
career. Playing “‘hookey” from 
school, he received permission from 
United States troops, then active 
near his home in the Civil War. 
fto board an army train. The com- 
punction to return 
growing as he rode, he attempted 
to jump from the train.

He took a renewed.interest in 
his studies and was graduated from 
the Universitv of Tennessee in 1877 
as valedictorian of his class, win- 
ner of the gold medal for excel- 
lence in student activities and se- 
nior captain of his battalion. 

He interested Robert C. 
throp, then chairman of the 
George Peabody Board, and ob- 
tained an appropriation of $1500 
with which to establish Winthrop 
College. In 1895 the institution 
was removed to Rock Hill, S. C..

State school,
